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Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  considerable  pleasure  that  I report  that  in  1961, 
for  the  first  time  since  1955,  the  Perinatal  Mortality  rate  for 
the  tovm  dropped  to  below  that  for  England  and  \7ales.  Although 
there  were  114  live  births,  there  were  only  two  stillbirths,  and 
of  the  three  infant  deaths  which  occurred,  only  one  v/as  in  the 
neonatal  period.  Consequently,  all  the  rates  relating  to 
stillbirths  or  infant  deaths  are  sa  ti  sf  ac  torj' . Only  the  Infant 
Mortality  rate  is  above  the  corresponding  rate  for  England  and 
Wales.  This  is  only  very  slightly  higher  than  the  national 
figure,  and  as  close  to  it  as  is  possible  with  such  small 
numbers. 

During  the  year  there  were  75  deaths  and  114  live  births. 
Consequently  there  was  a ’’natural  increase”  in  population  of  39. 
As  usual,  cardiovascular  diseases  caused  more  deaths  than  any 
other  groups  of  diseases,  accounting  for  a slightly  higher 
proportion  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  nert  most  important 
cause  of  mortality  remains  malignant  disease,  which  caused  11 
death  s . 


Some  progress  was  made  towards  the  proposed  new  sewerage 
scheme  for  the  town,  and  in  March,  a Ministry  Inspector  held  a 
local  enquiry  into  the  scheme.  His  visit  came  shortly  after  a 
flooding  incident  v;hen  an  exceptional  tide  had  flooded  some 
houses  in  the  lower  parts  of  the  town,  which  must  have  made 
plain  to  him  some  of  the  imperfections  of  our  present  system. 
Slum  clearance  continued  at  a more  leisurely  pace  than  in 
previous  years  now  that  the  majority  of  the  worst  properties 
have  been  dealt  with. 


The  public  water  supply  proved  satisfactory  throughout  the 
year.  All  the  samples  of  treated  water  v/ere  free  from  coliform 
organisms,  and  only  4 of  the  specimens  of  rav;  water  contained  any. 
On  two  occasions  samples  of  rav/  water  were  reported  to  contain 
type  1 coli , both  samples  being  taken  during  August.  For  a 
chalk  source  in  an  area  lacking  an  impervious  layer  to  prevent 
ingress  of  surface  pollution,  this  is  a highly  satisfactory 
record.  Plainly,  although  occasional  pollution  does  occur,  it 
is  not  at  present  a serious  hazard  at  the  Barton  source. 
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Cheraically,  the  quality  of  water  supplied  by  the  Morth  Lindsey 
Water  Board  is  good.  The  excessive  hardness  present  in  the  rav/ 
water  is  modified  by  partial  softening,  and  although  there  is 
some  doubt  as  to  the  ideal  amount  of  hardness  for  a public  water 
Supply,  the  water  as  distributed  appears  to  be  a good  compromise. 
Recently  associations  found  between  mortality  from  various  diseases 
and  the  softness  of  drinking  water  supplies  have  been  discovered. 
The  significance  of  these  findings  is  not  yet  fully  understood, 
and  we  do  not  know  whether  these  relationships  are  causal. 


There  is,  however,  no  evidence  to  suggest  th 
softened  supply  with  60  to  80  ppm  of  hardness  sue 
by  the  North  Lindsey  Water  Board  is  harmful.  The 
cancer  of  the  stomach  is  with  upland  surface  wate 
such  water  differs  greatly  in  character  from  the 
in  this  area.  The  relationship  between  soft  wate 
vascular  diseases  found  last  year  by  Professor  Mo 
that  it  is  not  wise  to  soften  water  too  much,  but 
to  alter  the  composition  of  our  own  water  yet. 
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The  only  serious  fault  in  the  chemical  composition  of  our 
water  supply  is  the  serious  lack  of  fluorine  in  it.  Each  year,  since 
I came  to  this  area  I have  felt  obliged  to  mention  this  since  it 
has  been  known  nov/  for  some  years  that  unless  water  contains  about 
1 part  per  million  of  fluoride,  the  teeth  of  children  reared  in 
the  area  are  liable  to  decay*  A vocal  minority  of  people  in  this 
country,  in  the  U.S.A.  and  in  New  Zealand,  have  opposed  the 
artificial  fluoridation  of  public  water  supplies,  on  the  grounds 
that  it  is  a poison,  might  be  harmful  to  health,  or  that  its 
addition  to  public  supplies  infringes  the  freedom  of  the  individual* 
The  demonstration  fluoridation  areas  in  England  have  now  been  in 
operation  for  6 years,  and  neither  from  them,  nor  from  districts 
where  optimal  concentrations  of  fluoride  occur  naturally,  has  it 
proved  possible  to  detect  any  harmful  effects  upon  health*  Like 
other  related  chemicals  fluorine  is  needed  by  the  body  in  small 
amounts,  but  is  harmful  in  large  quantities.  Chemically  it 
belongs  to  the  same  group  as  iodine,  and  as  you  know  deficiency 
of  iodine  in  our  diet  causes  goitre,  a sort  of  swelling  of  the 
thyroid  gland.  Excessive  intake  of  iodine,  however,  is  harmful 
and  causes  a rash  resembling  acne  to  appear.  In  concentrations 
above  4 parts  per  million  fluoride  causes  a mottled  discolouration 
of  teeth,  but  the  teeth  are  strong  and  resist  decay..  In  con- 
centrations of  about  15  to  30  ppm.  prolonged  ingestion  can  cause 
stiffness  of  the  spine  due  to  spiky  outgrowths  of  dense  bone, 
iiowever,  in  the  lov;  concentration  of  1 part  per  million,  the 
presence  of  fluoride  ions  enables  the  body  to  build  strong, 
healthy  teeth  and  bones  without  harming  health. 


In  view  of  the  national  shortage  of  dentists,  it  will  soon 
become  an  urgent  necessity  that  we  should  do  all  in  our  power  to 
preserve  children's  teeth.  By  far  the  most  effective  way  known 
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today  is  the  fluoridation  of  public  water  supplies.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  the  publication  of  the  results  of  the  first  5 
years  investigation  into  the  demonstration  areas  will  result  in 
governmental  action  to  encourage  the  introduction  of  fluoridation 
in  those  areas  where  the  public  supply  is  deficient  in  this 
mineral.  When  the  government  give  a lead  in  this  v/e  should  be 
prepared  to  press  for  this  improvement  in  our  own  area  at  once. 
Anyone  who  has  looked  at  the  teeth  of  a few  hundred  children  in 
any  of  our  local  schools  will  agree  that  the  need  for  fluoridation 
in  this  area  is  urgent. 


The  research  into  toxoplasmosis,  which  I have  be 
taking  since  finding  an  association  between  evidence 
infection  and  foetal  death  in  utero,  took  a new  and  i 
turn  during  the  year.  Serological  tests  on  two-year 
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showed  that  the  infection  v/as  very  mild.  Since  child 
age  do  not  usually  have  a wide  range  of  social  contac 
not  eat  much  meat,  the  most  likely  method  by  which  th 
a.cquire  infection  seemed  to  be  by  the  bite  of  some  in 
therefore  sought  the  help  of  Professor  Bertram  of  the 
School  of  liygiene  and  Tropical  Medicine,  who  arranged 
entomologist,  Mr,  P,  G»  Shute , deputy  director  of  the 
Reference  Laboratory,  and  Dr.  v7.  E.  Ormerod,  lecturer 
Parasitology,  to  visit  Barton  to  investigate  this  pos 
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Mr.  Shute  found  the  heaviest  infestation  v;ith  Culicella 
Annulata  which  he  had  ever  seen.  One  of  the  rats  into  which 
Dr.  Ormerod  injected  ground  up  mosquitos  of  this  species  later 
developed  serological  evidence  of  Toxoplasmic  infection.'*  It  is 
proposed  to  follow  up  these  investigations  in  more  detail  during 
1962,  in  an  attempt  to  prove  whether  this  species  of  mosquito  is 
the  vector  of  Toxoplasmosis.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  wave  of 
infection  v/hich  appears  to  have  affected  the  town  during  the 
sum.mer  of  1961  will  not  be  reflected  in  our  perinatal  mortality 
for  1962.  Although  this  could  occur,  it  is  equally  possible 
that  as  a result  of  the  high  incidence  of  the  infection  in  Barton 
during  recent  years,  most  v/omen  of  reproductive  age  may  by  now  be 
immune.  In  order  to  guard  against  avoidable  foetal  loss,  however, 
attempts  are  being  made  to  have  ante -natal  sera  dye -tested  with 
a view  to  offering  prophylactic  treatment  to  women  with  high  or 
rising  titres.  This  technique,  which  has  been  recommended  by 
Dr.  Thalhammer  of  Vienna,  is  still  experimental,  but  until  the 
method  of  transmission  of  this  infection  has  been  found  and  true 
preventive  measures  instituted,  it  is  the  best  available  method 
of  attempting  to  prevent  congenital  disease. 
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The  year  1961  was  relatively  uneventful.  It  was,  of  course, 
a year  in  which  Measles  became  epidemic,  with  a resulting  increase 
in  infectious  disease  notifications,  but  only  8 of  these  related 
to  diseases  other  than  measles.  During  the  year  the  Ministry 
approved  our  order  making  Leptospirosis,  Brucellosis  and  Jaundice 
locally  notifiable  for  a period  of  3 years  with  effect  from  1st 
July.  This  measure  was  introduced  because  during  a serological 
survey  of  infants,  evidence  was  found  to  suggest  that  some  of 
them  had  experienced  Brucella  infections,  and  because  several 
cases  of  Weils  disease  have  occurred  in  recent  years  in  the 
neighbouring  districts.  'While  it  is  hoped  that  no  cases  of 
these  diseases  will  occur,  their  notification,  should  they  do 
so  will  enable  me  to  investigate  and  institute  preventive 
measures  for  the  protection  of  the  public. 


As  a result  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958,  improvements 
have  been  made  in  the  slaughterhouses  in  the  area.  The  appointed 
day  by  v/hich  premises  of  the  town  had  to  be  brought  up  to  the  nev/ 
standards  was  1st  October,  1961.  Regrettably,  the  practice  of 
slaughtering  on  Sundays  continued,  but  Mr.  Kirk  was  able  to 
maintain  100%  meat  inspection. 


I am  indebted  to  Dr.  Cormac  for  details  of  foods  sampled  by 
the  County  Health  Inspector  under  the  Food  and  Drug  Act,  and  also 
for  details  of  immunisation  procedures  carried  out  during  the  year. 
The  introduction  of  sterile  disposable  plastic  syringes  has  made 
it  practicable  to  adhere  strictly  to  the  ideal  of  one  syringe  per 
patient  for  the  first  time.  The  only  exception  to  this,  insofar 
as  procedures  carried  out  by  County  Medical  Officers  is  concerned, 
is  in  B.C.G.  vaccination,  for  which  it  is  not,  as  yet,  practicable. 
There  is,  however,  no  evidence  that  B.C.G.  vaccination  has  ever 
caused  a case  of  homologous  serum  jaundice.  Now  that  Jaundice 
is  a notifiable  disease,  investigation  of  notified  cases  should 
enable  any  procedure  carrying  risk  of  transmitting  this  disease 
to  be  detected. 


It  is  a little  disturbing  to  note  that  there  has  been  a fall 
in  the  number  of  children  immunised  against  diphtheria  during 
their  first  year,  but  it  is  partially  compensated  by  an  increase 
in  immunisation  between  the  ages  of  1 and  4,  Almost  all  of  those 
immunised  were  given  the  triple  vaccine,  which  protects  against 
Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus,  in  addition  to  Diphtheria.  The 
reason  for  so  many  of  these  children  not  receiving  their  injections 
until  they  were  over  one  year  old  was  probably  the  policy  of 
avoiding  giving  this  combined  vaccine  during  the  summer  months, 
and  the  prior  use  of  poliomyelitis  vaccine  in  order  to  minimise 
the  risk  of  provocation  poliomyelitic  paralysis.  This 
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risk  has  probably  been  over-estimated  in  the  past,  and  is 
unlikely  to  be  a significant  hazard  except  when  poliomyelitis 
is  prevalent. 


During  1961  there  v/as  no  poliomyelitis  in  this  area. 

Although  an  epidemic  occurred  in  Hull,  where  a number  of  Barton- 
on-Iiumber  residents  work  or  visit  regularly,  the  timely  use  of 
Type  2 oral  vaccine  by  Dr.  Hutchison  appeared  to  prevent  the 
apread  of  the  infection  across  the  Humber.  People  who  had  to 
visit  Hull  during  the  outbreak  were  advised  to  accept  this 
vaccine,  and  most  are  believed  to  have  done  so.  The  vaccine 
Was  not  used  as  a means  of  conferring  immunity.  By  parasitising 
the  cells  of  the  gut  wall,  a hairaless 
block  the  entry  of  the  virulent  virus 
and  the  vaccine  was  given  to  make  use 
phenomenon.  That  the  epidemic  abated 
usual  incubation  period  of  the  disease  from  the  date  on  which 
the  oral  vaccine  campaign  commenced,  suggests  that  the  type  2 
vaccine  strain  may  be  able  to  outgrow  other  strains  of  virus,  if 
given  early  in  the  incubation  period.  V/hile  we  cannot  be  certain 
that  the  epidemic  would  not  naturally  have  died  down  when  it  did, 
the  fact  that  the  only  further  cases  which  occurred  were  two 
which  were  notified  later  in  the  year  when  the  blocking  action 
of  the  vaccine  strain  would  have  ceased,  suggests  that  the  vaccine 
aborted  what  might  otherwise  have  been  an  extremely  severe  out- 
break ,

The  announcement  by  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board 
of  their  intention  to  build  a new  maternity  unit  at  Scunthorpe 
and  to  close  the  maternity  beds  at  the  Glanford  Hospital,  Brigg, 
received  a mixed  reception.  Hot  unnaturally,  we  all  want  to  have 
our  cake  and  eat  iti  A proper  consultant  obstetric  unit  with 
enough  beds  to  employ  a registrar  is  urgently  needed  in  the  area, 
and  would  result  in  a marked  improvement  in  our  obstetrical 
services.  The  proposal  of  the  Regional  Board  to  build  such  a 
unit  has  been  v/elcomed  by  everybody.  However,  the  proposal  to 
close  the  small  unit  at  Brigg  when  the  new  unit  at  Scunthorpe 
opens  provoked  bitter  opposition  in  many  quarters.  The  rate  of 
grov/th  of  population  and  high  birth  rate  in  and  around  Scunthorpe 
may  v;ell  justify  retention  of  additional  beds,  and  the  feeling 
amongst  the  doctors  in  the  area  is  that  it  \vould  be  far  better 
to  turn  the  unit  at  Brigg  into  a General  Practitioner  unit  than 
to  close  it.  Retention  of  this  unit  could  only  be  supported  if 
admission  to  it  were  restricted  to  what  one  might  term  ”low  risk*’ 
Cases,  v/hose  booking  at  hospital  was  on  social  and  not  on  medical 
grounds.  Provided  such  units  only  accept  cases  of  this  type, 
they  can  do  an  excellent  job,  as  the  figures  given  by  Stallv/or  thy 
for  G.P.  units  in  the  Oxford  area  show.  If  all  the  maternity  beds 
for  the  area  are  to  be  concentrated  in  one  unit  at  Scunthorpe  it 
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will  mean  that  only  those  doctors  v/ho  live  and  practice  in  that 
town  will  be  able  to  undertake  any  institutional  midwifery. 

Those  who  live  in  the  Brigg  and  Barton  areas  will  not  be  able 
to  look  after  those  of  their  patients  who  require  hospital 
confinements  on  social  grounds.  This  is  an  unsati  sf  ac  tor  jr 
feature  of  our  present  arrangement,  which  ensures  that  the 
person  who  conducts  the  delivery  is  not  the  same  person  who 
has  undertaken  the  ante -natal  care.  Provision  of  open  General 
Practitioner  beds  at  Brigg  v/ould  go  some  way  tov/ards  ensuring 
continuity  of  care,  and  would  also  increase  the  contacts  between 
the  practitioners  and  the  Consultant  Obstetrician  v/i  th  possible 
consequent  improvement  in  the  skill  of  the  doctors.  An  additional 
advantage  of  retaining  the  Brigg  Maternity  beds  is  that  many 
Women  prefer  to  go  there  because  of  its  small  size  and  friendly 
atmosphere.  Since  it  is  sometimes  hard  to  persuade  women  that 
their  homes  are  unsuitable  and  they  should  enter  hospital,  when 
they  know  that  their  families  will  find  it  too  difficult  to  visit 
the  Scunthorpe  hospital,  the  retention  of  the  Brigg  unit  might 
also  make  it  easier  to  ensure  that  such  cases  were  admitted,  and 
so  could  help  to  reduce  the  perinatal  mortality.  The  report  of 
the  Committee  of  the  Royal  College  of  Obstetricians  and 
Gynaecologists  on  General  Practitioner  Maternity  units  did  not 
favour  the  incorporation  of  such  units  in  the  building  of  the 
main  specialist  unit,  disagreed  with  a former  Committee's  recommend- 
ation that  units  should  have  25  beds,  and  claimed  that  smaller 
units  should  be  provided  where  populations  were  small.  Arguments 
against  such  small  units  on  grounds  of  lack  of  efficiency  had  not 
been  substantiated,  and  many  achieved  a high  standard  of  perform- 
ance. Losses  in  economy  were  offset  by  gains  in  human  relations. 
They  stipulated  in  detail  the  criteria  for  admission  to  small 
General  Practitioner  units  restricting  them  to  women  under  the 
age  of  35  who  are  expecting  second,  third  or  fourth  babies,  and 
who  are  otherwise  healthy  and  normal,  and  women  below  the  age  of 
30  expecting  first  babies,  if  they  are  raore  than  5 feet  tall  and 
are  not  suffering  from  certain  diseases,  are  not  too  fat,  and 
whose  babies  are  the  right  v/ay  upi 


The  strongest  argument  against  retaining  a unit  at  Brigg, 
subject  to  these  conditions,  is  that  the  number  of  such  cases  in 
the  area  which  this  unit  would  serve  might  be  too  small  to  justify 
its  existence.  These  criteria  would  exclude  some  40%  of  all 
expectant  mothers  from  the  unit,  and  another  30%  may  be  expected 
to  be  confined  in  their  homes.  Retention  of  this  unit  is 
therefore  likely  to  be  dependent  upon  the  population  of  the 
Brigg  area  in  6 years*  time,  and  the  annual  number  of  births  in 
the  area. 


In  Ilovember,  1961,  representatives  of  the  Sheffield  Regional 
Hospital  Board  met  representatives  of  local  authorities  and  of 
the  medical  profession  at  Scunthorpe  to  hear  our  views  on  their 
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proposals,  but  neither  side  was  able  to  convince  the  other.

The  principal  industries  are  the  manufacture  of  bicycles, 
ropes,  chemicals,  bricks,  tiles  and  malt.  There  are  also  a ship 
yard  and  an  instrument  making  firm,  and  a number  of  smaller 
undertakings. 

A number  of  residents  in  the  town  v/ork  at  a cement  v;orks 
just  outside  the  district,  and  some  travel  to  Scunthorpe  to  work 
in  the  steel  industry. 


General  Practitioner Service 

The  town  and  surrounding  villages  are  served  by  a group 
practice  of  six  doctors  v/ho  have  built  a modern  suite  of  surgeries 
in  the  centre  of  Barton.  This  unit  contains  a "casualty”  room, 
four  consulting  rooms,  two  examination  rooms,  a dispensary  and 
an  office,  in  addition  to  a spacious  waiting  room. 

Hospital  Services 

There  i s no  hospital  in  the  town.  Patients  requiring 
hospital  treatment  have  to  travel  either  to  Scunthorpe  or  Grimsby 
to  General  Hospitals  or  Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals.  Maternity 
beds  and  geriatrict  beds  are  provided  at  Scunthorpe,  Grimsby, 

Brigg  and  Immingham.  The  nearest  Mental  Hospital  is  situated 
just  outside  Lincoln.  Mental  Deficiency  institutions  are  provided 
at  Harms ton  Hall  and  Caistor. 

Local  Authority  Health  Services 

A midwife/home  nursing  service  is  provided  by  the  Lindsey 
County  Council,  t'.vo  nurses  being  resident  in  the  town.  Two  Health 
Visitor/School  Nurses  who  cover  the  town  are  based  on  the  Clinic 
at  50,  Ilolydyke.  Infant  V/elfare  and  School  Minor  Ailment  Clinics 
are  held  at  the  Clinic  each  week. 

Ante -natal  clinics,  and  Ophthalmic  clinics  for  school  children, 
are  also  held  tv/ice  monthly  at  the  County  Council  clinic  by 
consultants  from  the  hospital  service. 
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A school  and  family  Psychiatric  Service  is  provided  Jointly 
by  the  Lindsey  County  Council  and  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

In  view  of  the  difficulty  experienced  by  Barton  residents  in 
travelling  to  Scunthorpe,  the  Child  Psychiatrist  visits  the 
Clinic  in  Holydyke  twice  per  month  for  consultations.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

During  1961,  a total  number  of  21  houses  v/ere  made  subject 
to  Closing  Orders,  Demolition  Orders  or  Clearance  Order  and  a 
further  32  were  rendered  fit  for  habitation  either  by  informal 
or  statutory  action.  In  addition,  20  houses  were  subject  to 
improvement  grants  amounting  to  £&2,556. 

All  business  premises  in  which  food  is  prepared,  stored  or 
sold  v/ere  inspected  during  the  year,  several  return  visits  being 
made  to  a small  number  of  establishments  where  conditions  were 
less  than  satisfactory.  Improvements  were  obtained  in  all  cases 
without  recourse  to  summary  proceedings  and  the  standard  achieved 
by  food  traders  in  the  district  is,  generally,  better  than  seems 
to  be  the  average  in  many  larger  towns  I have  visited. 

As  a result  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food  eradication  scheme,  no  case  of  tuberculosis  was  found  in  the 
375  cattle  inspected  but  4.8%  of  1,200  pigs  were  found  to  be 
affected  by  this  disease  on  post  mortem  inspection.  Slaughtering 
was  again  regularly  carried  out  at  weekends  throughout  the  year 
and  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  E.  li.  Barnett  of  Grimsby  R.D.C.  for 
his  willingness  to  attend  on  Sundays,  when  deputising  during  my 
absence  on  leave. 

The  new  water  main  to  Koe  Hill  made  possible  the  connection 
of  all  premises  north  of  the  railv/ay  line  and  east  of  the  haven 
previously  dependent  on  private  and  often  polluted  sources  of 
supply  with  the  single  exception  of  Marsh  House.  One  hundred  and 
sixty-six  samples  of  drinking  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  during  the  year  from  public  and  private  supplies. 

A weekly  collection  of  refuse  in  the  town  and  a fortnightly 
collection  from  farms  and  isolated  dwellings  was  again  maintained 
throughout  the  year  and  the  system  of  controlled  tipping  of  refuse 
was  operated  successfully.  The  charge  for  collecting  trade  refuse 
instituted  in  1960  resulted  in  an  increased  quantity  to  be  handled 
and,  in  the  case  of  certain  business  premises  v/here  excessive 
quantities  of  refuse  have  to  be  collected,  an  additional  charge 
would  appear  to  be  justified  for  the  forthcoming  year. 
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Toward  the  end  of  1961,  a sudden  increase  in  the  rat 
population  in  the  east  midland  area  was  noticed  and  a meeting 
of  local  authority  representatives  was  held  at  Louth  (in  January, 
1962;  to  assess  the  situation.  The  provision  in  Barton-upon- 
Kumber  of  what  amounted  to  a virtually  free  rodent  control 
service  produced  a dramatic  improvement  in  co-operation  from 
occupiers  of  farms  in  the  district  (where  the  largest  number  of 
rats  were  to  be  found;  and  an  effective  reduction  in  the  rat 
population  resulted. 

In  addition  to  the  visits  specifically  mentioned  in  this 
report,  346  were  made  for  improvement  grants,  water  samples, 
interviews,  refuse  collection  and  disposal,  infectious  disease 
prevention,  etc.,  and  a further  377  were  made  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  out  meat  inspection  duties. 

Hew  legislation  issued  during  the  year  included  a Public 
Health  Act  and  Housing  Act,  both  of  which  contained  useful 
provisions  found  to  have  been  lacking  in  earlier  statutes 
together  v;i  th  several  improvements  on  standards  of  amenity, 
mostly  of  a minor  character.
